This system will pro- 
vide Headquarters with specific information on the operation of 
theiM photographic procurement activities, with the resulting

improved control. In addition the accounting procedures were 
irevi^ved and modified to establish a system of accounting and 
;^ecnrd keeping compatable with Agency approved procedures. It is 
expected that these procedural changes will result in a more 
effective operation and a greater current awareness of the overall 
activity. 
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12. We plan to study a commercially available system of photo- 
graphic copying to determine its practicality in providing proof 
copies apd quick reproduction for requesters at a reduced cost. 

13 . In an effort to provide higher quality photographic support 
for the Biographic reporting program the Photo Section and a senior 
an^iyst'of iJH/ISG devised a system of supplying the Printing Service 
Division with a directly reproilucable photograph for use in printing 
the Biographic Reports. As a result of providing a 1^ by 2 inch 
photograph without caption^ /Several steps in the printing of these 
reports were eliminated with economics in the operation. It is 
anticipated that this modification will enable PSD to respond to 

CRS printing requirements in a reduced time frame. 
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
